Goranka has played an essential role with the construction of various Lick- 
Wilmerding buildings. With the creation of almost every new building at Lick, the 
adminstration seeks her experience and perspective. She has also worked closely 
with Mr. Fall and helped her students design buildings for the Senegal trip. 

Goranka has cherished her connection with her students. Even after their 
graduation dates, they continue to keep in touch with her, invite her to 
weddings, baby showers and more. Currently about 65 of her students are 
practicing architecture and around 100 enrolled in architecture schools. 
Regardless of whether or not her students go into architecture or not, Gornaka 
explains the nature of what she considers to be one of her greatest 
achievements, her architecture program: "My architecture program has inspired 
so many kids, not only to be really strong in architecture... but actually, it's much 
broader. It actually is really opening horizons and possibilities for almost any 
other field.

What began as something 
playful: making freestyles in middle school separately, became serious in high school. They began to work 
together sophomore year and gained a following after their first EP, Immaculate. They are not like many 
rappers of this time; they write their own raps, create their own beats, and produce all their music 
independently. Seiji and Isaiah are their own biggest critics, they can always agree when they have created 
a good product and push themselves when they feel they haven’t.

From Jill and Oliver’s experience on the campaign they 
founded the Youth Empowerment Academy, which is an organization 
that helps educate students on politics. The future of Vote16! Looks to 
be very bright as they continue to gather supporters and wait for the final 
decision. AS for Jill and Oliver they are not sure whether this is work they 
will continue to do after Lick and college, but is an experience that has 
definitely been a “gateway to the bigger picture”.

This past fall marked the inaugural season of the Lick-Wilmerding Water 
Polo team of eighteen boys and seven girls, the group practices on Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday afternoons at the City College natatorium. 

Fifteen minutes later, the team is in the water. Coach James “J.D.” 
Ellingson watches them carefully as they warm up... Ellingson says that water 
polo was the perfect sport to add to the Lick sports program. “It fits into the 
Lick tradition,” Ellingson insists. “It’s an intellectual sport. There’s very much a 
team element to it, and it teaches you about respect." 

Ellingson says he has been pushing for a water polo team at Lick for years. | 
Starting in February of last year, that dream slowly became realized. The new 
squad comes as part of a reshuffling of the sports schedule. Recently, Lick’s 
sports league, the Bay Counties League (BCL) West, elected to move girls 
soccer to the winter. This move allowed girls to participate in other spring 
sports, such as lacrosse and track & field. 

“This season will serve as a foundation year,” says Coach Smith. “We'll 
start from the bottom and work our way up.” 

The lack of competition does not disillusion the athletes; they still practice. 
with ferocity. Ellingson puts his team to work. After warmups of treading water | 
and passing, the athletes are subjected to a brutal conditioning routine consistin : 
of quick swim sprints, calisthenics, and more treading water. From an outsider’s 
point of view, it looks like Satan’s aquatic version of Jazzercise, sans the jazz.

Their first year at Lick-Wilmerding, 
all students are required to take 
Design ad Technology, an 
introdution course to 4 out of 5 of 
Lick's shops: electronics, metal 
fabrication and wood. In Design and 
Technology, students are pushed to 
use all 4 shops to design and build a 
lamp. Once they have completed 
their lamp, students are required to 
take at least one more year of shop 
courses (a minimum of 2 additional 
shops). In addition to the 4 shops 
hey were introduced to in Design 
and Technology, students also have 
the option to take Jewelry. The 
Technical Arts Department is a 
unique and essential part of Lick- 
Wilmerding. 
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Jean Daniel Le Roy, also known as JD, has always found himself interested in 
creating, building and designing a variety of things. When he was younger, he 
always used to play with Lego's, which then lead to JD and his father building 
model race cars together. Once JD discovered the shop program at Lick, he 
immediately fell in love with the school. "Both the creative freedom they give you 
and the seemingly infinite access to tools/machines were what attracted me most 
to Lick." After taking the mandatory D&T course his freshman year, JD 
proceeded to take Rethinking Furniture and Kinetics his sophomore year. 

In Rethinking Furniture, JD created a geodesic dome lounge chair (pictured 
bottom left). Inspired by Buckminster Fuller's Dome, JD ran into many obstacles 
along the way. After working on the design for a month on Sketchup, he lost all

his data once his computer crashed. Once the metal came in, he used the CNC 
Plasma cutter to cut them, but then had to carefully bend each one by hand. 
Second semester, he created a full suspension wagon (pictured middle left). 
Originally inspired by another student, JD intended to use the wagon at home. ‘| 
thought it'd be useful at home and an interesting challenge to design and build as 
accuracy was paramount." — 

This past year, JD has taken PSPP, a course which creates different items for 
under-funded schools and non-profits. JD worked for a local middle school in 
Balboa, to create outdoor signs, and for the Islamic Center, to build a large 
cabinet and a portable whiteboard for them. Currently, he is in the Joinery and 
Turning class, working on a jewelry box and a geodesic bowl. "The jewelry box 
involves various joinery methods and CNC carvings. I'm trying to combine organic 
shapes and sharp line, while also juxtaposing various contrasting wood colors”
